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THE FIRST BILBO IN AMERICA a an an ees 


In the Summer of 1700, Jacques Billiebo (Bilbaud, Bilbun, 
etc,) came to the Colonies of America, His journey was a long 
one as he first went to England, Just when he fled from his 
home, which was Port des Barques, France, we are not sure, This 
port was in the Province of Saintonge which no longer exists, 
Reference to old and new maps indicates the location as the 
Southwest coast of France, opposite the Ile d Oleron, on the 
Bay of Biscay, and the Charente river, It is now embraced 
in the Department of Charente Marintime, 


A copy of the following passport to England was found 
in the bible of his great great grandson, James Bilbo, 1779- 
1849, Chatham County, Georgia: 


"By the Honorable Thomas Collier" 

"Lt. Governor and Commander and Chief of his majesties 
Castles, forts, forces and Island of Jersey, suffer 

the bearer hereof, James Bilbo, quietly to pass from 
hence into England, without let trouble, molestation 
or hinderance, he behaving himself as becometh, Given 
under my hand at his majestys castle England the 28th 
day of March 1699. Thomas Collier - To all Whome These 
It May Concern", 


In England, King William III was sympathetic with the 
plight of the Huguenots in his country, He and the Protestant 
Relief Fund financed the settling in America of a great number 
of them then in England, In addition, ten thousand acres of 
land was reserved for them in Virginia, in an area abandoned 
by the Monean Indians, ‘This land was located’on the James 
River, twenty miles West of the present city of Richmond, It 
was called Manakin Town for the Indian Tribe, Located in 1700 
in Henrico County, it was in 1727 cut off into Goochland, then 
Cumberland in 1749 and finally Powhatan in 1777. 


Over 500 F'rench Refugees landed at James City, Virginia 
(One source says Hampton, Va.) in four ships, about July 1700. 
Jacques Billiebo was in "Ye first Shippe" which was the ''Mary 
and Ann", From James City it was necessary for them to make 
their way up the James River to Manakin, Just how our ancestor 
made the trip is not clear, From the records it was a perilous 
one on which many perished, One group lost all their belonginngs 
by a "sloop" which was sunk, Another lost their “meal and 
horses" by force to a band of robbers, 


Once in Manakin they still faced the danger of starvation 
and many succumbed to illness, Hold in mind that they fled 
their country to escape persecution, and evidently were very 
poor as they were sent to this country at the expense of the 
relief fund, Many petitions and council meetings were recorded 
with regard to the French Refugees in Manakin, One reports that 
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some were not so sick as the others and wanted to work if 
they could get pread to give them strength, ‘That many had 
left the area because they could no longer stand the hunger 
and that they were destitute of all means of support, The 
lack of knowledge of the customs and language further handi- 
capped them in earning a livelihood, List of expenditures 
from the fund includes "To Capt Hawes for ye passage 945 
pounds!" and amounts paid for pork, wheat, tobacco and Indian 
Corne. 


In 1700 the Virginia House of Burgeaous passed an act 
making the French Refugees inhabitants of Manakin township, 
a distinct parish, and exempting them from payments of publick 
and county levyee for seven years. This act also declared 
that the new parish would be named "King William," 


The Huguenots in France followed the teachings of 
Calvin, which was the basis from which the Presbyterian 
Church was formed, In America they readily accepted the 
Episcopal Church which was the official church of State, The 
church documents relate more about the first three generations 
of the family than any other source, 


On November 10, 1701, a list was taken of the inhabitants 
of Manakin which totalled 203, and included "Bilbun and wife", 
among the ones who came on Ye first Shippe. Then in 1714 he 
was Listed with wife ana son, Tax records of King William 
Parish list Jacques Bilbaud, Billiebo, etc, from the years 
1711 to 1717. He was probably shown in other tax years but 
the years 1711-1717 are the ones found in published sources. 


James Bilbaud was given two land grants, the first on 
March 23, 1715, containing 119 acres, three root, 24 poles 
and another October 1, 1716, containing 45 acres. Both were 
located on the South Side of the James River, bounded by the 
land of Isaac Parantau, in Henrico County, Va., being part of 
the first five thousand acres of Land surveyed for the French 
Refugees, "granted by Alexander Spotswood, Lt. Gov. at Williams- 
bourgh", 


There is little in the fragmentary records to give an 
insight into the character of Jacques Billiebo. That he was 
courageous and his piety great cannot be doubted as he left 
his home land for his convictions never to return again. He 
may have given his life for the cause, as we note it was short 
in this country. 


The last account found of Jacques was 1717.’ In 1723, 
Jean Pierre Billiebeau was living in the house with Pierre 
Dutoi, whic indicates that his parents were probably deceased, 
Since this ~Jean Pierre Billiebeau is the only one found by 
that surname in subsequent records of Manakin, just one con- 
clusion can be drawn ~ that he was the only son of Jacques 
from Port des Barques, France, who came to Virginia. From 
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the fact that he was taken in by the Dutoi family, and. 
the fact that Jean Pierre Billiebo later left a tract of land 
to Isaac Dutoi in his will, we might surmise that his mother 
was a Dutoi, This has not been. proven,

OTHER EARLY RECORDS OF BILBO IN 
AMERICA 


In South Carolina, Parish of St, Thomas and St, 
Dennis (Parishes created for the French Settlement), 
James Bilbeau was on jury lists in 1720 and 1731. Another 
record listed him as a planter, His will made on September 
19, 1735 and probated Feb. 8, 1736, named one son, James 
Bilbeau, his wife Susanna Bilbcau, and his wife's children, 
Phillip, Anne, Elizabeth and Mary Anne Normand, On 
October 5, 1751, Susannah Bilboe made a will naming only 
a daughter, Ann Mouzon, which was also filed in Berkley 
County, S. C. Evidently the son, James Bilbeau did not 
Survive his mother, No further records discovered on this 
family. Passenger lists of Huguenots who settled in South 
Carolina were checked and the name was not found, 


Also worthy of note is that Charles W. Baird in his 
History of Huguenot fmigration to America lists "Mathurin 
Guerin, native of St, Nazaire, en Xaintonge, son of Pierre 
Guerin and of Jeanne Bilbau'" and states that Mathurin Guerin 
with his son Francois settled in South Carolina, He also 
mentions "Jean Bilbaud fled from Port Des Barques in 1681 to 
England with 4,000 livres" and that doubtless he was of the 
same family as Jacques Billiebeau who later comes to view in 
Manakin Town, 


The name Bilbo is also found in England and some present 
day descendants were told that they vere of English descent. 
In the nineteenth century, there was record of a merchant 
ship named "Bilbow" from London in the Port of Charleston,

Son of Jacques Billiebo 


From the foregoing, there is little doubt but that 
Jean Pierre Billiebo was the son of Jacques Billiebo who came 
to Manakin, Virginia from France, In 1723 he was listed 
as a tithable in the house of Pierre Dutoi which gives a clue 
as to his year of birth in 1706 (tithable in 1723 at age 16). 
He was so listed as a tithable from 1723 until 1750 under 
the various French spellings. In 1725 the surname was first 
given as Bilbo, even though the given names continued to be 
shown as Jean Pierre, In 1744 he was listed with John Gory 
in his household along with two slaves, Sara and Will. John 
Gory was a descendant of one of the French Refugees and the 
two families lived near each other for the first 100 years 
in this country. 


At this point in time, more information is available to 
enable us to recognize the traits of this ancestor, He was 
a leader in his community and church and was quite affluent 
according to the standards of his time. In 1732 he owned 162 
acres of land in King William Parish, In 173l he was appointed 
processioner for lands, March 15, 1734, took the oath of Vestry- 
man and on October 30, 1742, the oath of Church Warden 
of King William Parish. Many accounts are given of his attend- 
ance at the vestry meetings, and July 15, 1738, Jean Pierre 
Bilbo and Antoine Benin were discharged of their administration 
for the years 1735 and 1736, 


The birth records of the Parish relate several incidents 
where Jean Pierre Bilbo, his wife Susanne Bilbo, or both stood 
as godparents of children born to French parents in Manakin, 

The first was 8 March 1730 for baptism of Marie Mallet, daughter 
of Etiene Mallet and Olive Mallet; On 13 March 1732 for Elizabet 
Edmon, daughter of Jean Edmon; 29th Xber 1736 for Sara Bryers, 
daughter of Edward Bryers and of Sara his wife; 1Oth Xber 1737 
for Jean Benin, son of Antoine Benin and of Elizabet Benin; 

and 31 July 1748 for Elizabet Elson, daughter of Thomas Elson 
and blizabet Elson, 


From land deeds, it appears that John Peter Bilbo began 
making prevarations to leave Manakin in the 1740's, He 
moved to jyynenburg County as early as 1748, being shown on 
tithe list then, where he patented.1626 acres of land on 
Allen's Greek, (Patent Book 29, Page 305). Several of the 
French inhabitants of Manakin also moved to Lunnenberg 
County. Some of the Bilbo children either remained in Manakin 
or moved back there later,

Thomas J. Bilbo was the fifth child of John 
Jean Bilbo and Susanna Ann Walker. He was 
born June 20, 1776 in Lunenburg County (now 
Mecklenburg), Virginia. His mother died when 
he was 10 years old. Thomas was still living 
in Virginia in 1799 when he witnessed the will 
of his uncle, James Bilbo. Shortly thereafter, 
Thomas, his brother John, and their half 
brother William Ray, left Virginia and moved 
to the Mississippi Territory. In the early 
1800's, Thomas worked as a Surveyor. He 
married 16 year-old Anna Marie Lawrence on 
July 12, 1804 in Washington County, 
Mississippi Territory (now in Alabama). When 
his father, John, died in 1809, he left Thomas 
a horse, bridle, and saddle. During 1812, 
Jackson County was formed and the County 
seat was established at Thomas Bilbo's house 
near the Pascagoula River. During the War of 
1812, he served as a Major in the Jackson 
County State Militia - 17th Regiment. This 
Unit fought the Creek Indians and served with 
Andrew Jackson at New Orleans. Thomas 
served as Chief Justice of Quorum Court in 
1812, 1819, and 1823. In 1817, Thomas was 
selected to serve as a member of the 
Mississippi Constitutional Convention and was 
one of the signers of the finished document. 
Thomas also served as a member of the 
Mississippi State Legislature in the years 
1821, 1822, 1824, 1825 and 1829. Thomas 
and Anna Marie had nine known children: 
John Bilbo 5/8/1806, Nancy Ann Bilbo 
(Reeves) 1/14/1808, Jane Bilbo (Dupree) 
3/10/1810, Joseph Lawrence Bilbo 3/12/1812, 
William Lawrence Bilbo 3/25/1814, Rebecca 
Gaines Bilbo (Ryan), 3/22/1818, Anna Marie 
Bilbo (Gillett) 6/12/1820, Laura Ester Bilbo

gave birth to Ellen Elizabeth on September 
25, 1829. Thomas Bilbo believed Nancy's 
virtue had been taken by force. It is probable 
that Wyatt and Jane did not know about 
Nancy's pregnancy and the birth of Ellen 
Elizabeth. Over time, Thomas became more 
and more enraged and developed a plan to 
kill Wyatt. In the fall of 1929, Wyatt sent 
word that he was bringing Jane and the baby 
to visit. Thomas gathered together his 
firearms and a sword cane and placed them 
in a room where they could not be seen. He 
asked two Negro men, Ned and Ben, to stand 
by the door. He then invited Wyatt into his 
house. Thomas grabbed a double barrel 
shotgun and began firing. The aim of his gun 
was off and Thomas managed to kill Ned and 
shoot half of one of Wyatt's ears off. The 
events were witnessed by several people 
including the family schoolteacher, Mr. Neill 
Little. After the Grand Jury convened, charges 
of the State versus Major Thomas Bilbo were 
made. He was charged with the murder of 
Ned and assault of Wyatt Dupree. Four 
lawyers were involved. The jury felt Thomas 
was fully justified in trying to kill Wyatt and 
that the killing of Ned had been an accident. 
(Wrongful Death and Involuntary 
Manslaughter were not legal concepts in that 
day and time). Thomas Bilbo was found guilty 
and paid a fine of $5.00. Many wondered why 
a man of such wealth and considerable 
political power would move from Mississippi. 
To put the pregnancy and trial behind them, 
Thomas and his family moved to southwest 
Louisiana in 1832. Wyatt, Jane, and their son 
moved to Texas. Thomas purchased land 
located on the site of a former Army military 
outpost, Cantonment Atkinson, which was 
occupied in the late 1820's and early 1830's. 
It included most of what is now Lake Charles. 
The former mess hall of the military post, a 
two-story sturdy log building, served as the 
family home. When Margaret, the youngest 
daughter of Thomas and Anna Marie died in 
1840, part of the land located on the east 
shore of the lake was designated as a 
cemetery; however, there is no marker to 
indicate the exact site of Margaret's grave. 
Over 200 pioneer residents are known to be 
buried there. Most of the graves were either 
unmarked, their wooden markers 
deteriorated, or their markers were 
destroyed by vandals. Less than 30 marked 
graves remain. In 1918, a hurricane 
destroyed the home.

During this year I had to attend (1830) es a witness for the State against 
Thomas Bilbo, for an assault and battery, on the person of Wyatt Dupree, 
his son-in-law, and which occured the year before at Bilbo's house, while 
I was engaged there teaching school. The causes of the affray were synch 
that it was considered by the jury almost justifiable; and therefore in- 
posed on the defendant a mere nominal fine of five dollars only. 

It may not be amiss to give here some of the circumstances of this 
tragical scene, for certainly it was a scene of that character. Mr. 
Dupree had married Maj. Bilbo's second daughter, Jane, who at that time 
had borne him one child; and had lived on the Major's place for some 
time after their marriage; during which he had debauched the eldest daughter, 
Nancy, sister of his wife; and who had that year 1829 given birth to a 
child. In the mean time Dupree had moved to Greene County, the neighbor— 
hood of his father. When I first went there to take charge of my school, 
Miss Nancy was there in the family; but I could but notice, in her move— 
ments, and associations that something was wrong; and spoon after was sent 
off to W. R. Bilbo, the Major's brother, who subsequently divulged the 
whole affair to me. Some little time after this, Dupree and his wife, 
paid the Major a visit, came there on Friday morning and it was supposed, 
intended to stay until after Sunday. Friday evening however, he went 
to W. R. Bilbos, I suppose to ascertain the true condition of affairs, 
came back, and Saturday morning went home, giving as an excuse, that he 
wished to attend church at home on Sunday, as their pastor would preach 
there that day. Dupree was a member of the church, and I believe class 
leader. He did attend and withdrew from the church on that day, which he 
ought to have done long before this. 

Some time after this, Dupree, wife and child came down to the Majors 
and halloed at the ferry to get across. Major Bilbo's place was on a 
high, beautifyl, elevated bluff and a ferry kept at the river, about one 
quarter of a mile from his house; sufficiently near to hear the signal 
of persons wishing to cross over. The Major heard the signal, and through 
a negro he learned that it was Wyatt Dupree and family. He, accordingly, 
dispatched a negro man to ferry him over while he was making arrangements 
for his reception, which consisted in gathering together his fire arms, 
sword cane & c and placing them in one room where they would be hidden 
from the eye of Dupree, whom he invited into the other room. The house 
consisted of two rooms with a passage between. My school house was situa- 


ted about one quarter of a mile from the residence at the south side of 
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an-old fieidi which had not been cultivated for a long time, excest 2 pow 
tion west of the path leading to the school house, but did not obstruct 

my view of the house; could discern plainly persons or objects moving about 
at the house, also the portion of the field in cultivation. On this partic— 
ular morning, I saw Maj. Bilbo walking very hurriedly up the school path, 
crossed over the fence where he had several hands picking peas; very soon 
returned followed by two negro men, Ned and Bene Jack was at the house 

and who had been sent to ferry over Dupree and family. Soon after this 

I heard the report of a gun, which from the sound appeared to be in the 
house. I asked his sons, Joseph and William “what that meant"?, they 
replied "they supposed father had shot a hawk". In a very short time I 

saw a little negro coming at full speed, crying out "Master had shot 

Mass Wyatt". This alarming news could but fill us all with consternation 
and not wishing to witness the scene, I did not go. ‘Neither did William. 
Joseph went and directly another messenger from the Major himself, saying 


“dismiss school and come immediately", which I did. 


On arriving at the place, I was met by Mrs. Bilbo in the yard, per 
fectly frantic, ringing her hands and in deep distress, "Well¥ says she, 
"we've had a battle" and commenced giving me the details, but remarked 
"go in and you will learn all about it". And so I did and such a scene 
I had never witnessed before. Dupree was tied hard and fast, the cords 
binding his hands were passed around and under his legs; he seated in a 
low chair, his wife by his side, the lower part of one ear nearly cut 
off by a severe punch of the muzzle of an old double barrel shot gum; 
the blood running from his ear and Jo Bilbo standing by guarding him 
with a double shot gm. Outside of the house on a blanket, lay Ned, one 
of the negroes brought from the pea field, shot through the chest with 
a load of buckshot, groaning and in a dying condition. Jo, the guard, 
remarked to me, "If he (Dupree)moved a step he would shoot him." I 
told him to put up his gum, I thought there had been shooting enoungh 
done. Dupree remarked "I am not going to move, I couldn't if I wanted 
to, and would not if I could". Previous to this as he told me afterwards, 
he had fears of their taking his life, but said after you got there those 
fears left me, and I never was more rejoiced to see you come. 

The Major commenced giving me in detail the circumstances of the 
Case, when Dupree stopped him, and gave his account of it. From both of 
whom, I learned the following facts. Dupree did not intend to stop, but 
when he rode up to the gate, intending to leave his wife and child, and 
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change horses as he was going down the river to see Mr. Devise, a mill 
wright, to get him to work on his father's mill. Maj. Bilbo met them and 
insisted so strongly on Dupree's stopping and going in that he, Dupree, 
finally yielded to his eamest solicitations, thinking it true friendship 
and respect, that prompted the manifested the anxiety on the part of the 
Major. So into the house they went, the Major leading the way with the 
child in his arms. When they entered the house, they were conducted into 


the Major's roon, chairs were placed for them, not far from the door, the 
Major stepped out and placed two negro men in the passage, one on each 
side of the door to catch Dupree if he should attempt to escape and to 


assist in confining him; whereupon the Major approached the door with a

| double shot gun cocked, and remarked, "now you rascal, if you move I will 
| ‘shoot you or blow your brains out." 
Dupree being very irritable and withall sprightly sprang at the door, 
7 a and being left handed kmocked the gun with his left hand which fired and 
o 7 emptied the whole load into the chest of poor Ned. And still pursuing 
and following up his attack, backed the Major across the passage into the 
| door of the other room, which when he entered, and Dupree reaching after 
| him with his left hand, his head turned to the right, the Major gave 
him such a severe punch with the muzzle of the gun, which came in contact 
with his ear and that side of the head that it knocked him down, and 50 
stunned him, as to lose the power of resistance any further, whereupon 
Bilbo and his negroes tied him and had him bound in the condition I found 
him. 
I asked Maj. Bilbo what he intended to do with him. His reply was 
"I intended to tie him, take him back over the river, give him a hundred 
lashes and send him home. Whereupon Dupree remarked "if you had it would 
have been the last one you would have ever troubled." And no doubt it 
would have been, for he was of fearless, courageous stock and would have 
resented such an insult at the peril of his life, or the life of the 
asSailant. 
-— The Sequel To This Tradegdy — 

Maj.e Bilbo now wished for some one to go after the magistrate, Allen 
McLendon, Esq. and also wished Judge John Fairley. I volunteered my ser 
vices. Ned was not yet dead. In the evening I returned with the Squire 
and the Judge. The negro was now dead. Hence arrangements for a jury of 


inquest was now in order. The constable Mr. Tucker had come, unto whom 


the Major had delivered up the prisoner, and who had loosed the cords from 
(et 
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his hands, but haa his arms tignviy tied around his body. Squire 
McLendon asked for the charges against Dupree, and what he intended to 
do in the case. Bilbo replied the charge was murder, and he wished him 
prosecuted for killing the negro. And after hearing the testimony on 
both sides, and all the particulars, the Squire remarked I find no 
charge against this man and consequently shall release him, which he did. 
The next day an inquest was held and verdict rendered according to the 
facts. At the close of this inquest, a strong effort was made by friends 
and citizens to bring about a reconciliation between these parties, so as 
to drop any further legal proceedings on the part of Dupree aginst Bilbo, 
for the investigation had brought out clearly that Bilbo instead of 
Dupree was the agressor; and that he had become liable to Dupree for 
damages besides subjected himself to a prosecution of assault and battery 
with an intent to kill. These influences were effectual on Dupree, who 
Waived suit for damages; and promised he would not prosecute provided he 
was not forced to do so by the Solicitor and Grand Jury, which he was and 
the case was tried and verdict rendered as before stated. There were 
four lawyers engaged in the case - Col. Morris (commonly called Coon Morris) 
Col. Sterling for the State, and Col. Alsberry and Col. Damevon (Dameron) 
for the Defendant, all of whom acquitted themselves with credit for and 
against the allegations involved. Col. Alsberry's speech, as well as I 
now recollect, had a telling effect on the minds of the jury. Hence the 
light fine imposed. : 
— Reminiscences of 1831 - 

During this year, a general revival of religion prevailed on the 
Leaf River Circuit under the ministry of Bro. James Applewhite who had 
been appointed by the Anmual Conference preacher in charge. Having in 
cidentally alluded on page 74 to a portion of this years work by the Godly 
man in connection with his corps of young men whom he had under training 
for the itinerant work vis: Carney, Gavin, Moody. I shall only state 
here, more in detail, the character of the work, the energy with which it 
was prosecuted and devotion to duty of those who had it in charge, 

Brother Applewhite was what may be properly termed a revivalist. 
While his talent for doctrinal preaching might not be considered of the 
first order, yet his application of truth, his pathetic appeals to the 
heart and conscience of his hearers, and his abundant labours could but, 


and. almost invariably did, arouse the unthinking and lukewarm to a correct 
and proper conception of religious truth and their relations to God and 


eternity; that would lead to action, to faith, repentance and obedience; 
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"I am acquainted with the parties to this suit and have known them 
for about 20 years." 


"I heard Dorsetty Richards tell George Holley that he, Richards, had 


sold said land to Thomas F. McCaleb, at one time when said George 
Holley desired said Richards to sell to him, Holley, the said land, 
or that he, Richards, had given a Deed to said McCaleb for said land, 


but in regard to the Deed of Richards to McCaleb, I have never seen 
it." (emphasis added) 


"Dorsetty Richards sold said land referred to in the year 1834 or 1835 
to George Holley. Said Holley requested said Richards to Deed said 
land to him, Holley, but said Richards told Holley that he had already 
deeded the land to Thomas F. McCaleb and could not sell it to Holley." 


(emphasis added) 


"Holley then told Richards if he would Deed said land to him, Holley, 
that he would stand between Richards and all danger but Richards said 
he had deeded to said McCaleb and could not sell to Holley, but after- 


wards by Holley's persuasion, he, Richards, did Deed to Holley the 
land he had before deeded to said McCaleb." (emphasis added) 


"I do not know who was present when this conversation took place." 


"Holley gave Richards as a consideration a piece of land on the Back 
Bay of Biloxi worth about Sixty Dollars." 


"McCaleb was in possession of said premises when I came into this Coun- 
try in 1833 and continued in possession until turned out of possession 
by Holley in 1842 or 1843. He, Holley, purchased said land with a 
view to turn McCaleb out of possession." 


"Holley was aware that Richards had disposed of the land to McCaleb 
before he got the Deed from Richards." (emphasis added)

THOMAS BILBO 


"After being duly sworn in the Parish of St. Landry in the State of Loui- 
siana on October 1, 1840, THOMAS BILBO then deponed and stated:" 


"TJ am not interested in the outcome of this suit." 


"T know the land in question in this suit. I did, as Deputy United Sta- 
tes Surveyor, survey this land in the year 1827 as I believe, for Tho- 
mas F. McCaleb." 


"Dorsetty Richards said to me that he never had any claim to the land in 
question until after I had taken it into his survey and his not knowing 
that his neighbor: John Ladner had sold it. That he previously had thought 


Ladner had kept the land vacant." (emphasis added) 


"Dorsetty said that he thought that the land belonged to his neighbor, 


John Ladner." (emphasis added) 


"T then drew up such a Deed on board said Richards Schooner in Biloxi 
Bay in 1827 in the presence of said Richards and his son and the wit- 
nesses and said Richards then signed the Deed." 


"TI did attach to this Deed a correct plat of survey of said land as 
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descriptive or illustrative thereof." 


"Dorsetty Richards told me, at that time, that John Ladner formerly 
owned the land in dispute and that he (John Ladner)had rightfully 


sold the land to McCaleb." (emphasis added) 


"J made the survey in 1827 to correct an error that lL had made in a 
previous survey of the land (in 1824)." 


"As to the errors that I made, 1 was ordered by the Surveyor Gen- 
eral to survey the Claims at Biloxi Bay. I commenced on the West of 
the Settlements and progressed eastwardly. When I arrived at the 
Claim of Dorsetty Richards, he was absent, neither had Thomas F. 
McCaleb any agent there, nor did I know of any such person as 
McCaleb." 


"The Claim of George B. Dameron lay to the East. I joined the Claim 
of Dorsetty Richards to that of Dameron on consequence of which, 
through a mistake, I closed the Claim of McCaleb in that of Richards." 


"TJ had returned to the Land Office and located the Claims as sur- 
veyed, Shortly after, I was called on to survey the Claim of Tho- 
mas F. McCaleb when I discovered the mistake in the survey of 1927." 


"I was then obliged to alter it and there were three ways in which 
it could be done. 


1. To go to the Land Office and alter Richards survey and 
leave the Claim of McCaleb for further orders; 


2. To leave the location in the name of Richards and take 
the Deed as I have done which I thought best; 


3. To alter the Claim of Richards and leave it until a Law 
should be passed giving a longer time for entering Claims 
for which a Petition had been sent to Congress and which 
passed. Under this Law, Thomas F. McCaleb could have en- 
tered his Claim." 


"After the Law was passed, I was called on by the Commissioners to ac- 
company them to Biloxi in order to prevent fraud being practiced upon ; 
hem. I was then acquainted with all the Claims in that District. When ' 
at the Claim of McCaleb, I mentioned the case to them as above stated." ;

"The Commissioners replied that I was correct and that the Deed super- 
ceeded all necessity of any further proceedings on the subject." iy 
3 


/s/ THOMAS BILBO" 
The following-Order was made at the April 1854 Term and a a 
Final Decree signed and filed in this Case as follows: : 


"This Case came on for Final Decree on Bill, Answers, Exhibits and Tes- 
timony. Whereupon his Honor, the Vice Chancellor being sufficiently 
advised in the premises, doth ORDER, ADJUDGE AND DECREE" 


"That Complainant's Bill be dismissed, and" 


"That the Defendants do have and receive their costs in this 
Suit expended to be taxed by the Clerk." 
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Pierre Pradat." 


"I do not know whether Charles E. McCaleb is the lawful son of Thos. 
F. McCaleb or not nor do I know whether Thomas F. McCaleb was ever 
married to the mother of Charles E. McCaleb. I know nothing of the 
notoriety either in Biloxi or at New Orleans of the said Charles E. 
McCaleb being considered the natural or illigitimate son of Thomas 


F. McCaleb."

THOMAS BILBO 


"On the 28th of February, 1846 THOMAS BILBO, a resident of Calcasieu 
Parish, Louisiana, and at the City of New Orleans, Louisiana, first : 
being duly sworn by Edward Barnett, a Notary Public, deponed and said 


"T am acquainted with the parties to this suit, and have known them 
since 1828 or 1829. I am familiarly acquainted with the land at 
Biloxi called the "Point-a-Cadet Tract". I did as Deputy Surveyor of 
the United States of America, and under Warrant from the United Sta- 
tes, surveyed the said land. The said survey was made about the year 
1828 or sometime afterwards." 


"T surveyed the said tract for George B. Dameron, who then claimed the 
same as owner from the Government. I did not survey it or any part 
thereof for Jacques Mathurin Ladner. He, the said Mathurin, did not 
claim all or any part of it during the time I was there, although, I 
previously notified all or any persons who had claims to make to 
said land to appear before me and establish their claims. This notice 
was made verbally during three (3) days previous by me calling upon 
them myself." 


"No person under the name of Jacques Mathurin, or for him, was in pos- 
session of the said tract, nor was any claim made to the same, either 
by him or others. I do not know that Mathurin ever had possession of 
the land and consequently I cannot say when he abandoned it. I be- 
lieve that Jacques Mathurin removed to Bayou LaBatterie where he died, 
but that I do not know at what time." 


"I know the land in controversy and now in possession of Pierre Pradat. 
I included it in my survey at the time stated above. Acting as U. S. 
Deputy Surveyor and under Confirmation of Donation from the U. S. to 


George B. Dameron, I did survey and include the land now claimed by 


Pradat as the land claimed and belonging to George B. Dameron at that 
time.'' (emphasis added) 


"At the time of the making of the survey, David Smith and Henry Fletcher 
were my chain carriers and other residents of Biloxi whose names I do 
not recollect were present and no one objected or forbade me from in- 
cluding it as Dameron's land." 


"TI understood at that time and understood it from the nature of the 
Confirmation of George B. Dameron's claim, that Dameron had become 
the owner of all the Mathurin's Settlement Right and that I did not, 
at that time, hear anyone doubt or dispute it. I, not knowing that 
Mathurin ever had possession of said land, cannot state when he aban- 
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doned it, or whether he attempted to sell or rent the part now in 
possession of Pradat, or whether he abandoned the possession as 
having no claim to it." 


"I do not have my field notes or map of survey with me so I cannot 
state the precise measure of the front, South, in chains of said 
tract, nor whether there is less than twenty-one arpents front, 
but I recollect perfectly well that the claim of Dameron was con- 
firmed for 640 acres and that there not being sufficient lands to 
give him the quantity called for in his Confirmation of the Grant, 
I could only obtain and measure for him the quantity of 511 acres." 


"As a practical and experienced Surveyor, having been engaged in 
that business for 42 years as U. S. Deputy Surveyor, which appoint- 
ment I still hold, if called upon to execute a survey of land fron- 
ting on a water course whose shore was crooked or meanders, and the 
Deed which required the survey called for 20 arpents front on the 
water, I would make the lineal measure of the 20 arpents front a 
straight line and not compute the lineal measure by the meandering 
of the shore." 


"Not having the necessary papers or books to refer to, I cannot state 
how many arpents front from the Point-a-Cadet west to Dorsette Rich- 
ards line it measures, but that the survey made by me would show it. 
I do not know anything more of material interest to the said Charles 
E. McCaleb in this suit." 


To the cross examination of Pradat's counsel propounded to him, 
THOMAS BILBO, answered: 


"The tract called the Point-a-Cadet is bounded by Dorsette Richards 
on the West as I was informed whilst surveying, at which time Dor- 
sette Richards claimed to own the land West of George B. Dameron's 
claim." 


"No claim, right or warrant was made by any person to said tract that 
I surveyed, or any part of it. Jacques Mathurin did not reside on 
said claim at the time I made the survey. No person resided on it 
at the time to the best of my recollection. Dominique Ladner did not 
reside upon the said land, he resided then, to my knowledge, on the 
North of rhe Biloxi Bay or a Donation Claim which I surveyed for him. 
I do not know whether Dominique was the son of Jacques Mathurin alias 
Jacques Mathurin Ladner." 


"TI do not know whether Jacques Mathurin and his children or any of them 
had possession of 5 arpents front on the West side of said claim at the 
time I made the survey and from A. D. 1812 to 1832 inclusive. I was or- 
dered by the Surveyor General of the U. S. of America to pay no atten- 
tion to all or any claims not confirmed, and his express orders were 
to include them if necessary to obtain the quantity of land required 
in the Confirmation claims. I did sometimes take in whole pretended 
claims that were not confirmed in order to complete the confirmed ones." 


"I do not recollect hearing Jacques Mathurin or any of his children 
say that he, Jacques Mathurin, had sold his claim to Dameron. I do not 
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know Jacques Mathurin or his children sufficiently well to state 
whether they were illiterate and ignorant of the methods of doing 
business and whether they were liable to be imposed upon by men 
of business habits. I do not know whether any or either of them 
could read or write or not." 


/s/ THOMAS BILBO 


At this point in the testimony, and for comparison, I will now set 
forth the testimony of this same THOMAS BILBO that was taken in the law suit 
of Elizabeth Curtis vs. Dorsette Richards and George Holley. This law suit 
will be set forth in full after the Pradat v. McCaleb controversy has been 
completed. I must again call to the attention of the reader that, at the 
outset of this article,-I stated that both the LADNER and RICHARDS Claims 
must be taken together if we are to fully understand what actually happened 
at the time these lands were confirmed by the United States and Bilbo made 
his surveys. I do believe that the reader now partially understands my rea- 
soning, and I am in hopes that when we have completed the entire article 
that the point will be made, or at least some questions are answered, as to 
the actual and final ownership as determined in these court battles. Also 
for a better understanding of this matter, I am also going to present the 
Deposition of Narcisse Richards, son of Dorsette Richardsm that is also men- 
tioned in the suit of Curtis v. Richards and Holley, so that the actions of 


Thomas Bilbo can be better understood by the reader. 
THOMAS BILBO 


"(Curtis vs. Richards & Holley) On October 1, 1840 in the Parish of St. 
Landry in the State of Louisiana, THOMAS BILBO, being duly sworn, de- 
poned and testified" 


"TI am not interested in the outcome of the suit of Elizabeth Curtis vs. 
George Holley, et al. I know the land involved in this controversy, I 
surveyed it in 1827 or thereabouts for Thomas F. McCaleb." 


"Dorsette Richards told me that he never had any claim to the land in 
question until after I had taken it into my survey. He did not know 


that his neighbor, John Ladner, had sold it, that he previously thought 
John Ladner had kept the land vacant. Dorsette Richards told me that 
he believed that the land belonged to John Ladner." (emphasis added) 


"I drew up a Deed from Dorsette Richards to Thomas F. McCaleb on the 
land that I had surveyed as the Dorsette Richard's Claim on board 
Dorsette Richards' schooner in Biloxi Bay in 1827 in the presence of 
Richards, his son and other witnesses and Dorsette Richards signed 
the Deed in my presence to the land in question." 
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"IT attached to this Deed a correct plat of survey as being descrip- 
tive or illustrative of the land. At this same time, Dorsette Rich- 
ards told me that John Ladner formerly owned the same land now in 


dispute and that it was rightfully sold by John Ladner to Thomas F. 
McCaleb." (emphasis added) 


"The survey that I made in 1827 was to correct an error that was made 
in a previous survey." 


"TI was ordered by the Surveyor General to survey the claims on Biloxi 
Bay. I commenced on the West of the Settlement and progressed east- 
wardly. When I arrived at the Claim of Dorsette Richards, he was ab- 
sent and neither had Thomas F. McCaleb any Agent there, nor did I 
know of any such person as McCaleb. The Claim of George B. Dameron 
lay to the East. I joined the claim of Dorsette Richards to that of 
George B. Dameron in consequence of which, through a mistake, I en- 
closed the Claim of McCaleb (within) that of Richards. I had returned 
to the Land Office and located the Claims as surveyed. Shortly after, 
I was called on to survey the Claim of Thomas F. McCaleb when I dis- 
covered the mistake in the Survey of 1827. I was then obligated to 
alter it and there were 3 ways in which it could be done. 

lst to go to the Land Office and alter Richards survey and 
leave the Claim of McCaleb for further orders; 


2nd to leave the location in the name of Richards and take 
the Deed as I have done which I thought best, or 


3rd to alter the Claim of Richards and leave it until a law 
should be passed giving a longer term for entering Claims 
for which a Petition had been sent to Congress and which 
passed under this law." 


"Thomas F. McCaleb could have entered his claim and after the law passed. 
I was called on by the Commissioner to accompany them to Biloxi in or- 
der to prevent frauds being practised upon them. I was then acquainted 
with all the claims in that District. When at the Claim of McCaleb, I 
mentioned the case to them as above stated. They replied than I was 
correct and that the Deed superceded all necessity of any further pro- 
ceedings on the subject."

NARCISSE RICHARDS 


"On April 16, 1852, NARCISSE RICHARDS, being duly sworn in Curtis vs. 
RICHARDS & HOLLEY, he deponed and stated" 


"TI am 52 years of age, am a farmer and live on Narcisse Bayou. I am ac- 
quainted with all of the parties in this suit. I did not know Bilbo 
except by sight." 


"Dorsette Richards is my father; he is 86 years old; speaks the French 
language and his knowledge of the English language in 1827 was very 
imperfect and he can neither read nor write." 


"I was present on my father's schooner when the conversation with Bilbo 
took place. My father's schooner was laying near his residence on Bil-

“En- 
deavor to see this man, or some 
of his party, and inform him, or 
them, that the powers of the 
Florida Convention have ceased, 
and the people of Pascagoula are 
now under the protection of the 
American government and the 
laws of the territory.” 

In December, Dupree and 
about 40 of his followers had 
come down from the American 
settlement toward Baton Rouge 
and were forcing the citizens to 
act in favor of the government of 
the West Florida Republic, 
rather than the United States.

Biloxi and Pascagoula parishes 
were in a state of confusion.

And Some Descendants 


Jacque (Bilbo) Bilbaud was born in Port Des Saintorge- Barques, France. 31 July, 1700; account 
prepared by Captain George Hawes in James Town of the French refugees who have arrived in 
Virginia with the Marquis de la Muce. Jacques Bilbeau Pierre du Toy. 


August 8, 1700; The Council of Virginia reports that there is no more land available in Norfolk 
County. The French Protestant refugees will be settled upon Mannikin Town on the James River, 
twenty miles above the falls. A muster has been taken showing the number of 108 men, 59 women 
and 38 children. 


August 22, 1700; Letter from M. Charles de Suelly in James Town, VA to London reporting that 
Captain George Hawes of the "Mary Ann" treated the French refugees barbarously on the voyage 
and allowed their property and provisions to be stolen and destroyed. 


Jacque Bilbaud (Bilbo) died in Manakintown in 1723. The wife of Jacque was Susannah Dutoit, 
daughter of Pierre Peter Dutoit and wife Barbara Bonnet. . Susannah died 5 October, 1751 
Berkley, SC. 


Only one son and two daughters have been connected to this early settler in VA. 


John Peter Bilbo born 1706 in King William Parish, VA. He married in 1729 to Susane? And 
second to Elizabeth Chandler. 


John Peter Bilbo is found in the household of Pierre Dutoi in 1723 as a tithable (tax payer) at age 
16. In 1725 he gave his name as Bilbo for the first time, although his given name continued to be 
listed as Jean Pierre. 


Bilbo was a leader in his Church and affluent for the time. He owned 162 acres of land in King 
William Parish in 1732. The previous year he was appointed processioner for lands. March 15, 
1734 he took oath as Vestryman and October 30, 1742 he took the oath of Church Warden. Birth 
records indicate that John Peter Bilbo stood as godparent to many born in the area. 

He moved to Lunenburg County as early as 1748, being shown on the tith list then. He patented 
1626 acres of land on Allen's Creek. Some of the Bilbo children either remained in Manakin or 
moved back there after John Peter's death. 


John Peter Bilbo died 2 April, 1751 in Lunenburg County, Virginia. His will bears the date 15 
November, 1750 and is recorded in Lunenburg Co. in Deed book 1, page 496. 


An account current of the estate of John Peter Bilbo, deceased, was returned by Elizabeth Bilbo 
Winders, administratirix and recorded on November 8, 1752. Elizabeth Bilbo had married Adam 
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Winders shortly before November 8, 1852. | 6

John Bilbo born 26 September, 1735 Lunenburg Co. Virginia and died between February 1809 
when he made his will and 8 May, 1809 when it was probated in Mecklenburg Co. He lived in the 
part of Lunenburg Co. that fell into Mecklenburg Co. when it was formed in 1765. 


John was a soldier in the Revolutionary War. His date of enlistment was 4 November, 1775, Ist 
South Carolina Regiment commanded by Col. C. Pinkney. He also donated beef and one smooth 
bore gun taken into service and not returned. 


John was married three times. He first married Ann Walker, born 1744 in Lunenburg Co. VA., 
and the daughter of Tandy Walker Sr. and wife Judith Langford Walker. Ann died in 1786 when 
Thomas Bilbo was only ten (10) years old. 


John married second to Mary Clemonds on 28 September, 1786 in Mecklenburg Co. Mary died 
before April 2, 1807 for this is when John Married widow Mary Wright Nicholson. Mary died in 
1825 when her estate was administered. 


At least three of the Bilbo children came to the Mississippi Territory. Thomas and his brother 


John and their half brother William Ray who married Charlotte Ryan all were in the Mississippi 
Territory and later the State of Mississippi.

Son of John and Ann Bilbo 


Thomas Bilbo was born 20 June, 1776 in Lunenburg Co. VA. He married 12 July, 1804 in 
Columbus, Mississippi Territory to Anna Marie Lawrence, daughter of Richard Lawrence. Anna 
was born 7 April, 1788 in VA., and died 1870 in Lake Charles, Calcasieu Parish, LA. 


It is known from the will of John Bilbo that he left his son, Thomas Bilbo a horse, saddle and 
bridle and nothing more. 


Thomas was still living in Mecklenburg Co. VA. in 1799 as he witnessed the will of his Uncle, 
James Bilbo. Shortly after this time he left for the Mississippi Territory. He is found in the 
Territory in the early 1800's as a surveyor. During the year 1812 Jackson County was formed and 
the County seat was established at Thomas Bilbo's house. 


Thomas served as a Judge for the County. The War of 1812 had started and the 17th Regiment 
was formed with Bilbo elected as Major. The Unit fought the Creek Indians and served with 
Andrew Jackson at New Orleans. 


Thomas Bilbo is found to have signed numerous petitions to Congress requesting assistance for the 
Territory. He was elected to represent Jackson County at a Constitutional Convention and was an 
original drafter of the Constitution for the State of Mississippi. 


The first School in the Mississippi Territory was established at the home of Thomas Bilbo. He was 
elected as Justice to the Quorum Court, the highest court in the Territory for 1812, 1819 and 1823. 
Thomas served in the Mississippi House as a Legislator in 1821,1823,1825 and 1829. 


Thomas Bilbo left Mississippi and settled in St Landry Parish, LA., in 1832. He moved into 
Contonement Atkinson which was formerly used a Fort for Army troops. He was the second 
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settler on the lakefront at Lake Charles, LA. 


Bilbo helped to form Calcasieu Parish, LA., and served on the first Police Jury (County Court). 
He engaged Thomas Rigmaiden as the first teacher in the Parish and paid him from Parish funds. 


Thomas Bilbo had numerous people stop at his place as he was located on "The Old Spanish 
Trail". The Texas Revolution was in March 1836 with General Santa Anna of the Mexican Army 
having been captured. Santa was released on November 26, 1836 and was escorted to Washington 
by three Texas Army Officers. They stopped for the night at Bilbo's a few days later. Thomas 
Rigmaiden, the School Teacher kept a diary which read: "Heard Santa Anna at Mr. Bilbo's last 
night." The diary also had an entry that Thomas Bilbo died September 20, 1846. 

Thomas Bilbo left his will dated 24 April, 1844 and probated 3 October, 1846 at Calcasieu Parish, 


LA. His widow Ann was executrix with sons, Joseph Lawrence, William L. and son-in-law, 
Columbust Gillett as executors, without giving bond.

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THE NAMES 


The name originated in France and a descendant visiting 
there recently noted in Paris a bank called ''Bank de Bilboa". 
In early records the French spellings of Billiebo, Bilbaud, 
Bilbun, Bilbeau, Billiebeau and Bilboun were found, which” 
soon took the English spelling of Bilbo in this country, The 
theory behind the change in spelling is that the English clerks 
simply recorded the names as they sounded, 


Given names in French were Jacques, Jean, Pierre, 
Elizabet and Maria, anglicized to James, John, Peter, 
Eligabeth and Mary. Favorite given names in the family were 
James, John, William, Joseph and Thomas, These names were 
found in most of the earlier generations, which made the task 
of putting the descendants in their rightful place very 
difficult. 


In the following history, the spelling will be given as 
it appeared in the records, 


The meaning of the name has been reported as "Bilbo is a 
word of French origin, meaning a finely tempered sword, or a 
long bar of iron with sliding shackles used to confine the 
feet", In Current Biography 1943, the late U. S. Senator 
Theodore G, Bilbo of Miss., was quoted as saying: "My name 
means a two edged sword, What's more, I am both edges", 


Not to be confused with the name is Bilbro,. This spelling 
appears to be a distinct name in no way related to Bilbo. 
Admittedly, it has been necessary to follow up leads on Bilbro 
in searching for Bilbo because of the misinterpretation of 
the handwritten old records, 


A history of the Bilbo family would not be complete 
without a brief history of the Huguenots of France, since 
our ancestor can be traced to this movement, 


The Huguenots were French Protestants in the sixteenth 
and soventoenth centuries. The name had it's origin pres- 
umably from the fact that they met by night at the gate of 
King Hugo whom the people regarded as a epixvit. The breal 
from the Catholic church in France had it's beginning in 
tho sixteenth century. The followers of the new religion 
grew rapidly in spite of official opposition, but failed to! 
establish rcligious freedom or tolerance. , 

From 1562 to 1598, the Catholics and Huguenots fought 
cach other in violent encounters which culminated in the 
massacre of a great number of protestants throughout the 
entire Kingdom on August 23, 1572, the eve of St. Bartholo- 
mow's Daye Ilienry IV in 1594, with the Idict of Nantes, 
granted the Iluguenots privileges of private worship ani 
liberty of conscicncc. During the reign of Louis XIV the 
religious frecdoms were gradually withdrawn and abolished 
completely by the revocation of the Udict of Nantcs October 
18, 1685. ‘This led to the immigration of over 4.00 , O00 
Tuguenots to Prussia, Holland, The British Isles, Switzcr- 
lan2 and North America.
